That is a large quantity, I 
hut the number of gardens is large, and in spite of what has; 
been regarded as an unfavorable1 spring potatoes never looked 
better at this time of the year, and (he same is true of.most- 
other crops. The war gardens that have been properly cared 
for give promise of big returns and the grand total will help 
very materially (o swell the country's foo.d supply.

This is indeed an encouraging outlook. 
While we cannot 


be absolutely sure of the crops until they are harvested iNsja 
Vact that they are coming along splendidly now, with eveA'j 
promise of large yields all along the Iine.» There is time yet 
for damage by drought and early frosts, but'lhese, if (hey 
come, will hardly be so widespread as to affect the entire 
country. And this is a big country. It has never known such 
a Ihing as a general failure of crops, and it probably never will.

to do is to stand pat. Keep the hoe in 'motion, give battle to 
the insect hordes. All indications are that if this is done (he 
cribs and barns of the country will be filled next fall as never 
before and that the world will.be well fed in spile of the most
